DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment received on 02/11/2009 has been considered. It has been noted that 
claims 1,5, and 21 have been amended. New claims 30-35 have been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,16,21, and 31 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,16,21, and 
31 distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant specifically claims a gaming 
device with at least one three dimensional figure that has at least one of the plurality of three- 
dimensional sections being moveable relative to the other sections, where the plurality of three- 
dimensional sections have a height, a width, and a depth. Further the gaming device comprises at 
least one controller in communication with an actuator, where the controller comprise a random 
number generator and being configured to randomly determine a game outcome and to cause the 
at least one actuator to move the moveable three-dimensional section to at least partially convey 
the game outcome to the player, where each of the plurality of three-dimensional sections is 
attached to a reel mechanism.
